THE JOCKEY’S DOLLAR. 

NDER this caption, in The Home-Stretch 

(San Francisco), Mark Mellon discusses the 
tendency of young riders to “blow in” their earn- 
ingse and draws the false conclusion that “what 
they do with their money” is “their business.’ 
Mr. Mellon tells the apprentices to have a good 
time, see things, do things, and if, when their 
days in the saddle are over, they have no money, 
they can turn to the racing associations for sup- 
port. “For the racing associations to take care 
of them is not charity, but only fair play,’’ he 
writes. 

It is nowhere the order of society that any 
member of society shall squander his money, 
waste his time or dissipate his talent. It is bet- 
ter that each good citizen shall conserve his 
talent, time and money. Those who do other- 
wise are not well seated in the general scheme 
of life and human endeavor. The idea of advis- 
ing a boy to squander what he has gained in the 
best years of his life on the mistaken premise 
that the Turf owes him a living, is beyond our 
comprehension. It is repulsive. 

It should be the part of every elder person of 
the Turf to advise these young riders, many of 
them unaccustomed to the better and finer things 
in life, to save the earnings of their early days 
to the end that they may become valuable units 
of society and be non-dependent upon the friend- 
ly offices of anyone in their mature years and 
old age. 

The governors of the Turf should see to it that 
these children of the Turf are not given more 
than is necessary for their health and comfort 
and normal entertainment until they become of 
age. Their earnings should be held in trust for 
them. It should be the rule that all money paid 
to them be through the offices of the racing 
secretaries, and that no owner be permitted to 
make a present to a rider except through the 
office of the racing secretary. 

The contract employer of each boy should be 
required to receipt for the money of the rider 
and pay it over to the parent, guardian or trus- 
tee, taking a receipt therefor, and the parent, 
guardian or trustee should be required to show 
to the Turf’s governors that the money had been

placed safely at interest for the future use and 
benefit of the rider and his dependents. 

Instead of becoming charges on the racing as- 
sociations to the extent that they would be suited 
with minor places in the general scheme of race 
track operation, the boys would get their money 
at maturity and they would in the greater num- 
ber of instances make good use of it, because 
they would have been trained to do that. 

With their earnings in trust instead of in their 
hands and burning their pockets, the lads would 
not be, as now, prey for a horde of men and 
women of evil intent. There would be less crook- 
edness, and less of numerous things with which 
the stewards of racing now have to contend. 

In addition to conserving the earnings of the 
young riders, it should be required in the con- 
tract that the apprentice spend his nights with 
his employer or with his employer's trainer, and 
it should be a rule of racing that no apprentice 
should be permitted to put himself up at a hotel 
away from the surveillance of his employer or 
the person appointed by his employer to look 
after his welfare. 

Every safeguard possible, as to his morals, his 
health and his money, should be thrown about 
each young rider, and if and when this is done, 
THE BLOOD-HORSE says without fear of success- 
ful contradiction that the Turf will be greatly 
elevated and that the jockeys laying aside their 
silks will be vastly stronger units of society than 
now. 


CANADIAN TAX. 
ELATIVE to taxation of racing in the Prov- 
ince of Ontario, THE BLOOD-HORSE is _ in- 
formed by a leading Canadian breeder and 
sportsman that no relief has as yet been assured 
by the Government. “At the present time,” he 
writes, under date April 28, ‘the Ontario tax situ- 
ation seems to be somewhat indefinite. Last fall 
We were led to believe we would get some relief 
from a tax that is gradually strangling racing 
in this Province. No news of any reduction has 
yet been definitely stated by the Government. 
My own opinion is that unless Ontario gets some 
substantial relief some tracks may not hold their 
second meetings.” 
In Ontario the racing associations are required 
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to pay the Government a license tax of $5,000 
per day; an amusement tax of 25 cents per per- 
son paying admission to the grounds, and 5 per 
cent of the pari-mutuel turnover. The racing 
associations are allowed to retain 7 per cent 
when the pool is under $29,000; 6 per cent when 
the pool is $20,000 to $30,000; 5 per cent when 
$30,000 to $40,000; 4 per cent when $40,000 to 
$50,000, and 3 per cent when the pool is over 
$50,000. 

In the Province of Quebec, racing associations 
operating mile tracks pay $500 daily license tax 
and those operating half-mile tracks pay $300 
daily license tax. In addition, there is an amuse- 
ment tax of 10 per cent of the admission fee. 
The racing associations take 12!) per cent from 
the pari-mutuel pooling and are required to pay 
to the Government 5'. per cent when the pool is 
under $20,000; 6'. per cent when $20,000 and not 
over $30,000; 71. per cent when the pool is $30,- 
000 and not over $40,000; 8!2 per cent when the 
pool is $40,000 and not over $50,000, and 9!) per 
cent when the pool is over $50,000. For some 
years the Quebec Government has, by Order in 
Council, reimbursed the racing associations to the 
extent of one-third of the amount collected for 
the Government from the pari-mutuel tax. 

No daily license tax is imposed by the Gov- 
ernment in any of the four Western Provinces. 
In Manitoba the amusement tax is approximately 
10 per cent of the admission fee. The pari- 
mutuel tax is 3 per cent. The Minister may al- 
low the operator or other person collecting the 
tax such commission upon his tax returns as may 
be fixed, from time to time, by order of the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council. 

In Saskatchewan the amusement tax may vary 
with the amount of the entrance fee, but shall in 
no case exceed 10 per cent of the amount. Oper- 
ators of tracks are allowed such commission 
upon the sale of tickets or the amount of tax 
collected as is deemed reasonable. The Council 
may agree with the operator of a place of amuse- 
ment for payment of a fixed sum of money in 
lieu of a tax, and for exemption of persons at- 
tending such place of amusement from payment of 
the tax during the period covered by the agree- 
ment. There is no tax on pari-mutuel pooling. 

In Alberta the amusement tax is approximate- 
ly 10 per cent, and the pari-mutuel tax is 5 per 
cent. The Provincial Secretary may allow race 
track operators such commission for the collec- 
tion of taxes as may be fixed by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council. 

In British Columbia the amusement tax is 10 
per cent of the admission fee with a minimum of 
10 cents per person when no admission fee is 
charged. The pari-mutuel tax is 5 per cent. 

In all of the Provinces of Canada, where pari- 
mutuel tax is imposed, the Government tax is 


deducted when the money is deposited by the 
bettor before any other percentage is taken. 


The action of the Ontario Provincial Govern- 
ment, as now can readily be understood, is eager- 
ly awaited by all who are concerned with or 
about the future of racing in Ontario, which is 
the bulwark of the sport in Canada. 


THE COVER. 


HIS WEEK we are showing on THE BLOOD- 

HORSE cover a picture of Nasuno, a 7-year- 
old bay stallion foaled in Japan, raced success- 
fully for three years, winning many races, 
in Japan and now in the stud at the Hitaka 
government farm. Nasuno was a stayer and 
won up to two miles. Nasuno is by Gallon, im- 
ported into Japan from England, he being by 
Gallinule out of Flair (good winner, sister to 
Lesbia, and half-sister to Lady Lightfoot, dam 
of *Prince Palatine), by St. Frusquin out of 
Glare, by Ayrshire. Nasuno’s dam is Tokonatsu, 
bred in Japan at Nasuno Farm by Marquis 
Matsukata. Her sire is Diamond Wedding, by 
Diamond Jubilee out of Wedlock, and her dam is 
Blue Bonnet. Diamond Wedding was imported 
into Japan from England, and Blue Bonnet came 
from Australia to Japan without pedigree. She 
was one of 15 or 20 mares brought in for sub- 
scription racing. That is to say each one of the 
subscribers to a fund put up a certain sum and 
sent an order to Australia to buy mares. When 
the mares arrived each subscriber drew one, raced 
her and then bred her. The papers for Blue 
Bonnet were not obtained at the time of her 
importation and an effort, we understand, is be- 
ing made to identify her breeding. The rule now 
is that horses raced in Japan must be foaled in 
Japan. We are publishing this picture that 
readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE may become ac- 
quainted with the type of horse being produced 
in Japan, which affords a new market for Ameri- 
can Thoroughbreds for breeding purposes. 


POLITICS. 


T Lexington, Tuesday, May 12, Kentucky 

Democrats will meet in convention to nomi- 
nate candidates for state offices to be elected 
Tuesday, November 3. The political representa- 
tives of the American Turf Association, which 
controls the Lexington, Louisville and Latonia 
race tracks, are backing the candidacy of Judge 
Ruby Laffoon, of Madisonville. Judge Laffoon 
is a kinsman of Polk Laffoon, President of the 
Latonia Jockey Club and Chairman of the State 
Racing Commission. 

Those who have no objection to another attack 
on racing by that element in political affairs 
known as the “anti-jockey club crowd,” and 
those who feel that the political representatives 
of the American Turf Association should be per- 
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petuated in government of the Turf in Kentucky 
should support Judge Laffoon’s candidacy. 

Those who feel that the Turf in Kentucky is 
entitled to the better government that would 
come with the appointment of a State Racing 
Commission from the ranks of honest-to-good- 
ness breeders and sportsmen would do well to 
support Judge William Rodes Shackleford, of 
Richmond, or Lieutenant Governor James 
Breathitt, of Hopkinsville. 


THE SALES. 


O those who have cash and grass, or either 

one, and can arrange for the other, a fine op- 
portunity will be presented during the coming 
week at Lexington. This statement is predicated 
on two facts. One is that the time to buy is 
when so many others are selling, or wanting to 
sell. The other is that no one can ever afford to 
“sell America short.” 

As in the Turf’s dark days (1910-1911), many 
Thoroughbreds are coming under the hammer in 
Kentucky next week—the Camden sale on May 
12, the Chinn sale, May 14 (morning and after- 
noon), the Tranter combination sale, May 14 
(evening), and the Cochran sale, May 15. 

In those gloomy days of two decades ago, the 
late John E. Madden, admittedly one of the most 
astute men of the American Turf of all time, 
displayed his understandiny of the virtue in the 
above presented facts and his faith in the future 
of America by investing his cash in Thorough- 
breds that few others wanted and sending them 
to the broad acres of his famous Hamburg Place. 

The Turf’s dark cloud passed and its silver 
lining appeared. The silver lining covered a 
cloth of gold for Mr. Madden. The prices ob- 
tained through sales he made of horses he pro- 
duced at Hamburg Place from the mares he pur- 
chased when others would not buy were stu- 
pendous and often astounding. From 1919 to 
1930, inclusive, horses bred at Hamburg Place 
won the great sum of $5,552,395, an average of 
$462,699 per year. The figures for the years 
prior to 1919 are not available without long and 
tedious research, but they must have been large. 

Racing is in high favor, much higher than in 
the days when Mr. Madden bought, and the 
horses of today have two decades of advance- 
ment in the so-called science of breeding, by com- 
parison with the horses Mr. Madden bought. 

The financial forecasters, industrial prognosti- 
cators and experts in economics are advising the 
nation that a return of prosperity is near at hand. 
Thus, as THE BLOOD-HORSE sees it, the situation 
as regards the future is brighter than when Mr. 
Madden bought in that period when it seemed as 
if the Thoroughbred horse industry and the sport 
of racing had literally gone to the dogs. 

Those who will emulate Mr. Madden’s example 
at the sales next week will, we sincerely believe, 
profit handsomely, as he did, and as others did,

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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


By J. A. ESTES. 
TO FEW ACRES FARM. 


N May, 1929, it began to be understood that 

Clyde Van Dusen, one of the smallest racers 
of his age, was somewhat of a horse, despite his 
lack of size. Now it is beginning to be under- 
stood that Few Acres, birthplace of Clyde Van 
Dusen, is somewhat of a tarm, despite the few- 
ness of its acres. The Estes came to understand 
this while he was sitting on a fence taking a 
picture of as fine a bunch of yearling fillies as 
are to be seen between Lexington and Tallahas- 
see. These were well bred, well shaped, live and 
smart-looking ladies—-the kind to put into pedi- 
grees. When a farm was producing such fillies 
it could be put down as having the most neces- 
sary element of success. 


Few Acres Farm lies at the junction of Todd’s 
Road and the Richmond Pike, no more than three 
miles from Lexington’s zero milestone, whence 
all tours in these regions are supposed to start. 
There are 186 acres in it. Some of the acres are 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Clyde Van Dusen, others 
are leased by them from - 
the Lexington Water Com- 
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by Radium out of Hackler’s Pride, by Hackler, 
is 17 years old. Not much use is made of him, 
since his son, Torchilla, has succeeded him as 
head of the stud. The son was led out next. He 
is a dark bay, dappled a little, apparently about 
16 hands tall, evenly developed before and be- 
hind, with considerable daylight under him, and 
especially well fortified with solid underpinning. 
Torchilla’s dam is Chilla, by *Alvescot out of Sun- 
light, by London Old Chilla, now 25, is a pen- 
sioner at Few Acres. In one of the most prom- 
inent places in the picture den inside the resi- 
dence, hangs the photograph of Chilla when she 
was in her salad days, posing in the winner’s 
circle with her present owner in the saddle. Near- 
by is a “shot” of Torchilla’s Bashford Manor vic- 
tory.

The Van 
Dusens have owned their 
property for 17 years. 
Mr. Van Dusen’s skill in 
the saddle was enough to 
buy the first acres which 
constituted the place and 
which were so few that 
Mrs. Van Dusen conferred 
upon it the present name. 
His skill in training and 
the skill of both of them 
in raising horses have 
been enough to bring it 
to its present estate.

master of the place is Few Acres Farm’s fine crop of yearling fillies. 


at Churchill Downs, train- 

ing the horses of H. P. Gardner and Charles T. 
Fisher. During his absence (further deponent 
sayeth not) Mrs. Van Dusen is the boss. And no 
makeshift boss is she. Every animal on the 
place is known to her, its history, its peculiari- 
ties, its pedigree. She gives minute directions 
for whatever has to be done. My guess is that 
when she calls her husband over the long dis- 
tance telephone it is to tell him things, not to 
ask him. 

When one got out among the horses on the 
place and found six of them nuzzling him at the 
same time, it was easy to understand the two 
dogs and the 14 cats on the lawn. The Van 
Dusens were fond of pets, and they had them in 
great numbers-- canine, feline and equine. What- 
ever else may be said of the Thoroughbreds at 
Few Acres, it will never be said that they are not 
possessed of amiable dispositions. 

The horses at the farm are the property, for 
the most part, of the Van Dusens and H. P. 
Gardner. The visitor was shown *Torchbearer 
first. *Torchbearer, an unmarked brown stallion, 


correcting over-production. The yearling crop is 
composed of four colts and 10 fillies. This year’s 
foals have all arrived but one. The mare still 
due is Peggy Lee, by Black Toney, in foal to 
Torchilla. It will be her first foal. When this 
visit was made there was cne other young mare 
due to have her first offspring, Miss Torch, by 

Torchbearer. The youngster has since arrived. 
It is a brown colt by Flying Ebony, foaled May 
2. Seven of the nine foals at the farm this year 
are colts. 

Of the mares on the place Uncle's Lassie is 
the most noted. The dam of the Kentucky Derby 
winner, Clyde Van Dusen, and the stakes winner, 
Betty Derr, is now 15 years old. She is a chest- 
nut daughter of Uncle out of Planutess, by 
*Planudes out of Countess Wanda, by *Loyalist, 
next dam the great Wanda. Uncle’s Lassie is 
small, perhaps not over 14.2, and in this respect 
all her produce, with one exception, have taken 
after her. The exception is Henriette Hardies, 
sired by Whisk Broom II. Henriette Hardies 
carries much of the look of quality to be noted 
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in her dam, but is four or five inches taller, and 
more stoutly built. She was bred this year for 
the first time, to Torchilla. Uncle’s Lassie was 
bred to Chatterton. 


Uncle’s Lassie and her daughter belong to Mr. 
Gardner, as does Thirteen Sixty, a young daugh- 
ter of John P. Grier and Prism, by Trap Rock, 
which is one of the best looking mares on the 
place. Thirteen Sixty goes to *Epinard this sea- 
son. Another of the prize mares owned by Mr. 
Gardner is Mrs. Van Dusen, a chestnut by Bunt- 
ing out of Top Note, by Hamburg, with a big 
chestnut colt foal by Torchilla. Voterina, an 
elderly daughter of *Voter out of Tsarina, by 
Kingston, has a well made, big chestnut colt 
foal by In Memoriam. Voterina is dam of T. S. 
Jordan. Five Sixty, by Black Toney out of Miss 
Waters, by *Lord Esterling, has a good-looking 
Bubbling Over filly, a straight, smart, vigorous 
and well developed foal. 


Six Sixty (Mr. Gardner has only lately quit 
the “Sixty’’ names), by *Hourless out of Brown 
Bess, by Blitzen, has a brand new colt foal by 
Flying Ebony. This youngster, which probably 
will turn out to be a black, is kept with his 
mother in a paddock near the house and foaling 
barn. The youngest foal on the place is usually 
kept in this paddock so that a close watch may 
be kept on him. 


Other mares at Few Acres belonging to Mr. 
Gardner are Ada Blackjack, Brown Bess, Eliza- 
beth Ragan and Mary Gardner. The mares 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Van Dusen are Ask Her, 
Beautiful Girl, Dixie Marchmont, Dulce Tokalon, 
Dorothy Dean, Miss Waters, Black Eyed Susan, 
Marie Hyde, Sunny Sue and old Chilla, which 
“started the place,’ according to Mrs. Van Dusen. 

Dorothy Dean, now 22 years old, is by *March- 
mont II—Don’t Ask Me, by Sir Dixon. She is 
the dam of the Lady Dean which couldn't quite 
beat Plumage for the Ashland Oaks last month. 
Dorothy Dean’s 1931 foal is a chestnut colt by 
Torchilla. 


Dulce Tokalon (dam of Prince Tokalon), a 
dapple bay by *Marchmont II out of Tokalon, by 
Tammany, has a good bay colt foal by Torchilla. 

May Steil, by *Tchad out of Beautiful Girl, by 
*Marchmont II, is the joint property of the Van 
Dusens and R. E. Clark. She has a bay filly by 
Torchilla. 

H. C. (Ham) Applegate is owner of two mares 
at the place, Retta B. and Twilight Maiden. 
Retta B., by Free Lance out of Belle Scott, by 
Contestor, has a chestnut filly by Torchilla. 


THE YEARLINGS 


HE four yearling colts, all promising young- 

sters, are by Torchilla—May Steil, by Torchilla 
—Brown Bess, by In Memoriam—Five Sixty, and 
by Chatterton— Uncle’s Lassie. The latter fol- 
lows, so far as size is concerned, the type of his 
dam. He is the smallest yearling on the place— 
and one of the best in conformation. His breed- 
ing is almost the same as that of Clyde Van 
Dusen. 

The fillies are a uniformly good lot. *Sun 
Briar has a daughter among them that promises 
much. Stimulus is represented by one which is 
a typical Stimulus, compact and big-barreled. 
The fillies are as follows: Bay by Flying Ebony 
—Voterina, brown by Sand Sand Mole—Six 
Sixty, chestnut by Stimulus—Elizabeth Ragan, 
chestnut by *Sun Briar—Thirteen Sixty, bay by 
In Memoriam—Dulce Tokalon, brown by *Torch- 
bearer—Sunny Sue, chestnut by Torchilla—Black 
Eyed Susan, brown by Torchilla—Ask Her,

CONCLUSION 


EW ACRES FARM, hard by the waterworks 

plant which serves the city of Lexington, is 
equipped with city water and electricity. The 
latter is a much used commodity at the farm. 
Cooking, feed-grinding and numerous other tasks 
are accomplished with it. 

The foaling barn, not far from the house, has 
14 large stalls and a room in which an attendant 
stays during the foaling season. The stall next 
to this room is equipped with a sliding window. 
Any sound in the stall may be heard by the at- 
tendant, so that he is kept apprised at all times 
of the progress of his ‘“‘patient.’’ The stalls are 
lined with a heavy oak wainscoting and each is 
comfortable and roomy. There are a number of 
small barns on the place, each with three, four 
or five stalls. 


“But you don’t need to. put down all those 
things,’’ remonstrated Mrs. Van Dusen. “This is 
just a little place, and we don’t know anything 
more or do anything better than other people 
do. We like horses. They’ve done decently by us, 
and we do the same by them. That’s about all 
there is to say.” 

That’s about all there is to say, except to guess 
that in the future the association between the 
Van Dusens and the Thordéughbreds will continue 
to be to the advantage of both. 


FRANK STARR TO RETURN. 

George Starr, of Lexington, formerly one of 
the leading harness horsemen of America, has 
received a letter from his brother, Frank Starr, 
who has earned considerable fame with trotters 
in Europe, in which the latter indicated that he 
soon would return to the United States and con- 
tinue his activities as a horseman. The date of 
his arrival and his plans are not definitely known 
here, but it is expected that he will try his hand 
with Thoroughbreds and that he will be located 
in Kentucky. His family will return with him 
from Denmark, where he has been prominent in 
racing for many years. Mr. Starr has been: 
premier trainer of Russia and Denmark and was 
successful during the years his friend J. O. Keene, 
master of Keeneland Stud, was in Russia. 
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VALUE OF ULTIMUS BLOOD 
HE first requisite of a race horse is speed. 
Failing to possess it no American Thorough- 

bred ever attained greatness. And Ultimus, an 
inbred scion of the Domino line, stands at the 
top as founder of a family possessing extrema 
speed through the performances of his sons and 
daughters, his grandsons and granddaughters in 
the two decades past. 

Foaled in 1906, dying in 1921, the stud career 
of Ultimus was comparatively short. Yet he 
gave the Turf such stakes winners as Luke Mc- 
Luke, Infinite, Harry Kelly, Last Coin, High 
Time, Ultima Thule, Royal Ensign, Last Straw 
and many others. 

But it is to the success of his daughters in the 
stud this article is to call attention. The last 
volume of the Stud Book shows that he had 36 
daughters in the stud. Others have been added, 
the exact number not being available, but the 
total is by no means large. Fifteen of his daugh- 
ters have produced 23 stakes winners, a remark- 
able showing. The stakes winners are Anchors 
Aweigh, Finite, Flying Heels, On Tap, Quatrain, 
Sarmatious, Tattling, Fluvanna, Ennui, Bonnie 
Maginn, Calm, Dreadnaught, Xylophone, Crack 
Brigade, Sovietta, Lady Baltimore, Lord Balti- 
more II, Zeppelin, Powhatan, Adico, Royalite, 
Bonnie Omar and Toki. In addition Ultimus 
mares produced many good winners which just 
failed to land in the stakes-winning list. 

In the dispersal sale of the late Gifford A. 
Cochran's Shandon Stud, to be held at Lexington 
May 15, there are three daughters of Ultimus, and 
two of the three have produced stakes winners. 
Standing out as one of the most valuable mares 
in the country is Heeltaps, a stakes winner of 17 
races and dam of the Pimlico Futurity winner 
Flying Heels, whose winnings total over $100,- 
000. The dam of Heeltaps was a winning daugh- 
ter of Waterboy from the stakes winner Planu- 
tess, grandam of the Kentucky Derby winner 
Clyde Van Dusen and of Betty Derr, the cham- 
pion western filly of 1930. The next dam was 
the great mare Wanda. A lovely individual, Heel- 
taps is almost priceless. 

Another of the trio is Marimba, whose dam 
was Mattie C., a winning daughter of the Per- 
simmon horse, *Out of Reach. Marimba won for 
three seasons and is the dam of Xylophone, win- 
ner of Blemton Stakes, Ardsley Handicap and 
other races. She also produced the winner 
Banjo. 

The last of the lot is Broadcast, the dam of 
three winners, McNamee, Tune In and Deploy. 
Broadcast’s dam was the high-class race mare 
and stakes winner Round the World, winner of 
27 races and dam of Golden Prince, winner of 
the Coffroth Handicap and $146,325. The next 
dam was Nellie Bly, a first-class stakes winner 
and producer. 

Daughters of Ultimus are hard to obtain and 
are closely held. Few may be bought, so there 
should be a big demand for these mares in which 
the late Gifford Cochran tcok so much pride. 

Mares by Ultimus being unobtainable, one 
must turn to daughters of his leading sons. Of 
those sons High Time assumes a position far in 
the lead. Still 2 young horse whose daughters 
have not age enough to warrant counting him 
among the leading broodmare sires, the few that 
have had an opportunity include On Time, dam 
of the stakes winner Dedicate, and Belle Fair, 
dam of High Foot, winner of the 1930 Derby 
Trial. 


Breeders who desire the Ultimus strain can do 
no better than procure daughters of high Time, 
for it is the opinion of leading experts that 
through his daughters the Ultimus line will best 
be carried on. ; 

In the Receiver’s sale of the Himyar Stud, to be 
held at Lexington on May 14, there are 10 daugh- 
ters of High Time that were reserved for the 
stud because of their excellent individuality and 
superb breeding. They are High Blue, out of 
Blue Jeans, a winning daughter of Helmet, with 
foal at side by Ladkin and bred to Bubbling 
Over; Hi Gloss, half-sister to the stakes winner 
Gracious Gift, out of *Sunglow II, by Sundridge, 
with chestnut filly at side by Ladkin and bred 
to American Flag; Hunsie, out of Oleaster, a 
winning daughter of Hastings, with foal at side 
by Crusader and bred to Black Servant; Last 
Fling, half-sister to the stakes winners Coquette 
and Celandria, out of Adriana, by Hamburg, bred 
to Black Servant; Gayoso, a winner at two and 
three, out of Jacobina by King James, bred to 
*Carlaris; Merry Time, a winner and half-sister 
to the stakes winner Torcher, etc., out of Mary 
Reardon, by *Peep o’ Day, with foal at side by 
*Carlaris and bred back to that horse; Rosy Tint, 
a winner out of Blushes by Hurst Park, with 
filly at side by *Carlaris and bred back to the 
same horse; Gay Kitty, half-sister to the stakes 
winner Gloomy Gus, etc., out of Happy Kate, by 
Handsel, with filly at side by *Cohort, son of 
Grand Parade, and bred to *Carlaris; Last In- 
ning, a winner out of *Sunshade, daughter of 
Gray Leg, bred to *Carlaris; Cloporte, a winner 
up to six years, out of Woodnitch, a winning 
daughter of Octagon, bred to Wise Counsellor. 

No such opportunity will ever again be offered 
breeders to obtain the priceless blood of Ultimus, 
progenitor of speed. 


THE CAMDEN DISPERSAL 


HESE are busy days at Spring Hill Farm, 

Versailles, Ky. The dispersal sale of Senator 
Johnson N. Camden’s Hartland Stud of Thor- 
oughbreds, a stud which it has taken a genera- 
tion to establish, is set for Tuesday, May 12. In- 
terest in the vendue has increased with the ap- 
proach of the date and for the last several days 
there has been a constant stream of visitors to 
see the stallions, mares and foals. 

Among the most recent to pass judgment on 
the members of the notable stud were Arthur B. 
Hancock, Major L. A. Beard, H. P. Headley, J. 
G. Lang, Lucas B. Combs, W. B. Miller and 
Thomas Piatt, all well known in the field of 
bloodstock production, and competent to be 
classed as experts. The first named came to 
Hartland to look at a group of 15 or 20 mares 
and foals. Having seen these the merits of oth-~- 
ers that passed in review forced a more extended 
inspection. Familiar with the best types of 
Thoroughbred matrons, Mr. Hancock’s ability to 
qualify as a connoisseur lent force to his criti- 


cisms. 


“A lovely bunch of mares, sound and well bred, 
and with good foals, they are sure to provoke 
strong competition,” was his parting comment, 
as he assured Senator Camden that he would visit 
Hartland again in company with some friends 
from New York and Boston for another view be- 
fore the sale. 

Major Beard, who has charge of the bloodstock 
interests of both the Whitney Estate and the 
Greentree Stable, and who is in the same class as 
his friend, Arthur Hancock, when pedigrees, in- 
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dividuality and other qualities of a Thorough- 
bred are under discussion, was quite as laudato- 
ry in his comments, as his fellow expert. 

“I am surprised at the quality of the mares as 
a whole,” said the Major. ‘Even the biggest of 
the mares by Light Brigade have that feminine 
look we all like so much in a broodmare. Those 
out of dams by Ben Brush show it particularly. 
The foals are the best proof in the world of the 
merits of the Hartland sires. This is my first 
view of the get of Hydromel, and I never saw a 
nicer lot of straight, well made foals by any 
young horse. Those vh» want to strengthen their 
studs, or are founding a Thoroughbred nursery, 
cannot afford to stay away from Spring Hill on 
the 12th of May.” 

The other visitors named were equally compli- 
mentary in what they had to say. Mr. Lang, 
for example: “After looking them over I can 
truly say that I am dizzy, and incapable of say- 
ing what particular individuals I would like to 
own beyond Oh Susanna, Flower of Yarrow and 
Rothermel. These are a trio that would make 
any man’s mouth water, but there are many 
others whose qualities must appeal to the breed- 
ers of the country.” 


KENTUCKY DERBY CHATTER 


QUIPOISE will be worked Wednesday be- 

tween races at Pimlico, and the work will 
tell whether Trainer Fred Hopkins will start him 
in the Preakness Stakes and Kentucky Derby. 
Last Wednesday the Whitney colt went a handy 
mile in 1:45 3-5. The test was not enough to put 
enthusiasm into those who had picked him as the 
year’s champion before his attack of azoturia in 
the Chesapeake Stakes. Few of them are weak- 
ening, however. 

After Twenty Grand won the Wood Memorial 
at Jamaica last Saturday, T. J. Shaw, leading 
Eastern future bookmaker, cut his odds in the 
Kentucky Derby to 7-2, even with Eqipoise. 

In a race of six and one-half furlongs at 
Churchill Downs Saturday, May 2, a field of 3- 
year-olds finished in the following order: Pitts- 
burgher, Spanish Play, Don Leon, Blind Bowboy, 
Boys Howdy, Sweep All, Matadi, Insco, Harvest 
Sun, Conscience, Up. The time was 1:17 4-5, a 
fifth of a second slower than Distinction’s track 
record. It was the first start of the year for 
Don Leon and Insco. Both should improve off it. 

W. S. Kilmer, through his trainer, A. Schut- 
tinger, offered A. C. Bostwick $50,000 for Mate. 
At first Mr. Bostwick thought he was joking. 

Morstone, a Morvich colt which made his first 
start at Jamaica last week and won in sensa- 
tional fashion, has been heavily played at long 
odds in the future books. 

Sun Meadow, which has begun to be talked 
about as one of the leading dark horses, has been 
thrown out of training because of a cough. 

Joey Bibb, left at Lexington because of illness, 
joined his stablemates at the Downs, Sunday. 


TRAINER LYNHAM PASSES. 

Fred Lynham, formerly a prominent trainer in 
England, died April 18 at his home, Brighton, 
England. His son, Barrington Lynham, former 
jockey, now is in business in Newmarket. 


DEATH OF MRS. DARLING. 

Mrs. Sam Darling, widow of the noted English 
trainer, died April 19 at Bechampton and her 
burial was at Kennett, England. 


ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD. 
AY BY DAY the Greentree Stable’s Surf 
Board gains admirers, and, I hear, also back- 
ers for the Preakness Stakes and the Kentucky 
Derby. By Pennant and out of *La Planche de 
Briante, by *Negofol, this good colt was bred at 
Midway, Ky., by J. W. Parrish, and the Greentree 
Stable bought him at the Fasig-Tipton Company 
sales at Saratoga for $5,000 when a yearling. 
Surf Board is the second foal of his dam, the 
first being the 4-year-old bay gelding Lespedeza, 
by My Play, now in the Parrish string at 
Churchill Downs. Her third foal, the 2-year-old 
chestnut colt, Cold Check, by High Time, is also 
in the Parrish string. Her foal this year is a bay 
colt by Rolled Stocking (son of Pennant), dnd 
“La Planche de Briante is again visiting the 
court of the Latonia Championship winner, head 
of the Parrish stud. Being by *Negofol, this mare 
may reasonably be expected to impart goodly 
staying power to her offspring. Some are fault- 
ing Surf Board’s action and his unshapely hocks, 
but, like the crooked-legged Osmand and the bad 
actioned Pompey, he gets there just the same. 
After all, that is what counts. He is a colt that 
the Midway banker may be proud to have bred. 
* * 
HOSE who have had opportunity of seeing the 
Nevada Stock Farm Stable’s Siskin in action 
this spring aver that the son of *Epinard has not 
grown or filled out to any appreciable extent over 
the off period. In his only start this year, he 
did not impress the observers as one to be seri- 
ously considered for the major attractions. I saw 
his sire, a noble horse, at Beaumont, the Headley 
farm, only a few days ago. *Epinard is a horse 
of good size, but at present is rather sparse look- 
ing. The lightness of his body is accentuated by 
his extraordinarily heavy neck. He is a horse 
of good color, a golden chestnut with a wide, 
irregular blaze, and one white “sock” behind. 
His disposition is singularly sweet. In this re- 
gard he reminds one much of Peter Pan. He is 
as docile and kindly, apparently, as any old 
“Dobbin” you know. ; 

Those who can claim an intimate knowledge of 
*Epinard in his racing days say he was a very 
nice horse to work with, very sensible, a good 
doer and seemingly unperturbable. It is said of 
him that he would come into the paddock as 
calmly and unexcitable as you please and would 
stand like a bronze statue in his stall while the 
saddling process was going on, just as if he 
wouldn't wet a hair or move a muscle if the wait 
were for an hour. *Epinard, I’m given to under- 
stand, was one horse that escaped stimulation or 
artificial courage in all forms during his racing 
career. 

*Epinard has crossed the Atlantic five times 
and it is said that this time he is in America to 
stay. France’s loss and our gain. Some scribes 
were inclined to turn up their noses at *Epinard’s 
get even before they had reached the races, a 
rather unqualified judgment, to say the least, 
but I had faith in the Wertheimer champion and 
it seems that my guess was correct. Which re- 
minds me that French Wench, a 2-year-old bay 
filly by *Epinard out of The Wench, in the Warm 
Stable at Churchill Downs, acts like a good one. 

* * * 
ELLICO, known to be a brisk worker and 
heralded as a coming champion, let his back- 
ers down very hard at Lexington on the occa- 
sion of his debut, but it would be unwise to pass 
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up the Chilhowee colt on his initial essay. Those 
punters who backed him into strong favoritism 
for the race may find it profitable to reserve sen- 
tence on him until he has one more try at least. 
Juveniles often race greenly, etc., their first trip 


to the post. Had Tellico run to his works, he 
would have smothered that field he met at Lex- 
ington the other day for speed. (This was writ- 
ten prior to Tellico’s second defeat, at Louisville, 
Saturday last.—Editor.) 

T begins to appear that Wood F. Axton’s Mem- 

orandum isn’t the husky filly prospect she 
gave promise of being in Havana sprints. Twice 
in succession now she has disappointed her con- 
siderable following. The lanky chestnut had 
worked in encouraging fashion for her Hinata 
Stakes engagement, but in the actual running 
she showed none too well. The winner, Princess 
Ivre, turned the distance in very good time and 
this grey daughter of *Royal Canopy from Exalt- 
ed Ruler is highly regarded by her connections. 


ES, Equipoise still is this writer’s choice for 
the Kentucky Derby. After considerable de- 
liberation last fall, I arrived at the conclusion 
that Equipoise was the most probable winner, 
have always thought so and still think so. There 
will be no second or third choices, ‘“‘and so on and 
so forth,” as G. G. (Gee Gee) Wedding, the 
“Duke of Goshen,” would say. It may be good 
strategy to, as many writers do, name a dozen 
or more choices for each Derby, but that is a 
fickleness I do not court. 
DEN, dam of Fall Apple, was foaled in 1924 
and not in 1925, as given in the Whitney 
catalogue published in 1928, in which year she 
produced Elysium by *Dis Donec. Eden raced 
and won at two in 1926 and was first bred in 
1927. I have been advised that Fall Apple was 
not relegated to that division of the Whitney sta- 
ble trained by Fred Hopkins because of his fail- 
ure to display enough speed, etc., to remain a 
member of the first string. On the contrary, he 
was thought by the Whitney mentors to be the 
very best 2-year-old in the entire band, due to 
his having exhibited more of the ever necessary 
zip in his speed trials. He is, I am told, a colt 
of fine proportions and is possessed of a low, 
sweeping stride, which encourages the belief that 
he may go on. Trainer Healey is said to have 
turned him over to Fred Hopkins because the 
latter had no 2-year-old in his charge much 
above the ordinary and the head-trainer felt that 
he should have at least one good one. A very 
generous move. 

Fall Apple has been transferred to Jamaica, 
and, if he meets with no mishaps, he should give 
a good account of himself at that course. Right 
now the writer is rating him as the best 2-year- 
old that has appeared under colors to date this 
season. He may come to Kentucky next fall for 
a fling at the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, as 
he is a nominee to that event. Incidentally, the 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes was conceived by 
Arthur B. Hancock, and since its initial running 
in 1920 it has grown much in popularity and 
generally is rated very highly as a yardstick to 
the 3-year-old probabilities of its contestants. 

* * 
ORKMAN signalized his return to the riding 
ranks by winning under difficulties with his 
first mount, Teach Me, since he was injured at 
Miami last winter. I suppose there are none who 


will say that booting a horse home in front with 


the saddle misplaced somewhere on the animal’s 
loins isn’t rather difficult. Fortunately, the 
crack rider was able to hang on after the girth 
slipped its moorings and he rode “bareback”’ 
fashion to the wire. He being something of a 
whoop-te-doo rider anyway, this probably didn’t 
inconvenience him to as great extent as it would 
some pigskinners. I have heard it said that when 
he first came to the big tracks, he was often seen 
to yank his feet from the stirrups in a close 
finish. 


HE mares C. V. Whitney is sending to the 

court of Whichone this season are Afternoon, 
Balance, *Dendera, Friarbell, Masda, Meetme, 
Priggish, Rock Dove, Spun Glass, Tenez, The 
Blond and Traverse. Afternoon is the dam of 
The Nut and Thais. *Dendera is the dam of 
Pandera. Spun Glass is the dam of Broomspun 
and Broomster. The horse lots of us are anxious 
to see given a good opportunity at the Whitney 
Farm is Boojum. Boojum’s connections enter- 
tain high hopes of his successfully staging a 
comeback this year, and they do say that he is 
training famously. He was a phenomenally fleet 
colt in his juvenile year (1929), the only season 
he raced. It is doubtful if for sheer speed he can 
be matched, but his staying power is question- 
able, for the simple reason that animals of his 
fleetness very rarely are gifted with the stamina 
to maintain it over big distances. All of which 
doesn’t mean that he might not meet inferior 
horses over a route and beat them. At a mile 
he may prove invincible, and in any company.

[TH the stables of Messrs. Ziegler, Bradley, 
Baroni, Woolf, Gardner, Taggart, Whitney, 
Mueller, Denemark, Watkins, Clark, Van Meter, 
Bacharach, Grabner, and the Dixiana, Three D’s 
and Greentree establishments, etc., on hand, it 
augurs well for an excellent meeting at Churchill 
Downs, at least from the angle of the class of 
horses participating. The Churchill Downs plant 
never looked quite so pretty as it does this 
spring. The infield and clubhouse grounds rival 
a Japanese garden in point of beauty and the 
orthodox green and white paint has not been 
spared. The track proper has been worked until 
it now is about as fast as any in the country. 
The cheapest platers are going through the 
stretch in time bordering closely upon the almost 
mythical “twenty-two.” Halves in :48 are noth- 
ing there, and if it is fast Derby Day look for 
a new record.

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MISCELLANEOUS 
WAILING AGAINST SALES. 
N the “All Sorts” page of last Sunday’s 


Cincinati Enquirer, Bob Saxton has a wail 
against the holding of Thoroughbred horse sales 
at Lexington during the Derby week at Louis- 
ville. “There has been considerable comment 
around the Turf circuit of non-cooperation be- 
tween the breeders who are going to sell their 
stock in Lexington next week and the racing 
management,” he says, adding: “Some of those 
sitting on the fence are of the opinion that the 
breeders and the sales management did not give 
the Churchill Downs management a fair deal. ... 
The sales to be conducted in Lexington are going 
to cut into the receipts of the Churchill Downs 
management. It cannot help, for hundreds are 
going to be attracted to those sales that ordina- 
rily would have gone to the races. The sale to 
be conducted by the receiver of the Himyar Stud, 
May 14, and the Cochran sale, May 15, especially 
are ones which are going to hurt. The two days 
before the Derby in years passed have been big 
days, with many Easterners in attendance. Now 
the great majority of these will go to the sale 
and not attend the races those days. In these 
times of depression, every little drop will help. 
There seems to be no valid reason why the sales 
could not have been announced during the Lex- 
ington race meeting to the benefit of all con- 
cerned.” 


The only other expression similar to this that 
has come to the ears of THE BLOOD-HORSE was 
through Ed Johnstone, the capable broadcaster 
who worked last winter with good results for 
racing at New Orleans. Mr. Johnstone had an 
idea that it would be good advertising if Churchill 
Downs, Inc., and Col. Phil T. Chinn and the 
Cochran Estate would cooperate on the expense 
for broadcasting over the air from WHAS, 
Louisville. Mr. Johnstone says that when Colonel 
Winn was approached by him on the subject he 
disapproved the idea, saying that the sales at 
Lexington are in the nature of competition with 
Churchill Downs. 


Frankly, THE BLOOD-HORSE is of the opinion that 
this is a mistaken view. The sales really attract 
a large number of people from various parts of 
the country who otherwise would not come to 
Kentucky and who then go to Louisville for the 
Derby. There are, also, many who would come 
for the Derby if there were no sales. Accordingly, 
as we see it, the sales are as much a help to the 
Derby as the Derby is to the sales. It has 
worked out that way in previous years. Particu- 
larly in 1925 at the Belmont dispersal sale and 
last year at the Tranter combination sale at the 
Lexington Sale Paddock. THE BLOOD-HORSE 
thinks that such publicity is not helpful to the 
Kentucky tracks and the less there is of it the 
better it will be for Colonel Winn’s organization. 


PREAKNESS, DERBY ON RADIO. 

The National Broadcasting Company has an- 
nounced that its broadcast of the Preakness 
Stakes, with Clem McCarthy at the microphone, 
will go on the air at 4:45 p. m. Eastern Standard 
Time, 3:45 CST, Saturday afternoon, May 9. The 
NBC has not yet announced its plans for the 
Kentucky Derby broadcast the following Satur- 
day. 

Edward Johnstone, of New York, who came to 
Lexington several days ago to inspect some of 


the stock which will be offered in the sales next 
week, announced Saturday that he had been en- 
gaged by the Axton-Fisher Tobacco Company, 
of which Wood F. Axton is president, to make a 
series of radio talks each night for two weeks 
over station WHAS, Louisville. Mr. Johnstone 
goes on the air at 10 o’clock each evening for 
15 minutes. The programs began Monday night 
of this week and will continue through the night 
of Saturday, May 16. The sporting side of racing 
is to be stressed throughout the series, Mr. John- 
stone said, and the lectures will be addressed 
chiefly to those who know little of the sport. 
Descriptions of several of the larger farms in the 
Blue Grass will be included in the material to 
be used.

JAMAICA’S TOUGH LUCK. 


AST Saturday, Wood Memorial Stakes day, 

calculated to be the biggest of the 23 days of 
racing at Jamaica, was marred by thin rain and 
thick fog. The setting, while it kept a good 
percentage of the potential crowd away, proved a 
background for one of the most dramatic races 
of the year. Twenty Grand’s victory in the 
stakes was a melodramatic thriller. The Green- 
tree colt’s victory makes him first choice, per- 
haps, in the Preakness, and gives him a rating, 
at the prevailing odds, equal to that of Equi- 
poise in the Kentucky Derby. The Colorado 
Stakes, co-feature on the program, fell to the 
Rancocas Stable’s well named Trilogy. Most im- 
portant of the other stakes run at Jamaica last 
week was the Jamaica Handicap, won by George 
D. Widener’s Panetian, one of the smartest de- 
velopments of early racing in the East. On Fri- 
day’s program there was no stakes race, but 
the day was marked by the first appearance of 
Morstone, a Morvich 3-year-old whose speed set 
tongues a-going, and future book wagers also. 
Among the stakes to be run this week are the 
Spring Handicap, Tuesday; and the Youthful 
Stakes and Excelsior Handicap, Saturday. The 
Jamaica meeting closes Thursday, May 14, to be 
followed by Belmont Park. 


TWENTY GRAND’S FINE RACE. 

When the field of six disappeared into the fog 
after the start of the seventh Wood Memorial 
Stakes ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds, one mile and 
70 yards) at Jamaica May 2, the Greentree 
Stable’s Twenty Grand (120), 3-to-5 favorite, 
making his first start of the year, was trailing 
in fourth place, plainly not settled in his stride. 
Morton L. Schwartz's Clock Tower (110), ex- 
treme outsider in the field, had left the barrier 
like an arrow and had already opened up day- 
light on the field. Twenty Grand had broken 
slowly. The field tore around the turn and out of 
sight in a thick fog. When the horse came back 
into view on the left the big Greentree colt had 
moved up into second place, but Clock Tower 
was still four lengths ahead of him. And only a 
furlong to do. Charley Kurtsinger’s whip was 
now hard at work, and under its sting Twenty 
Grand accomplished the apparently hopeless task 
of catching the leader. At the end he was half 
a length in the lead. Six lengths behind Clock 
Tower came Mrs. R. T. Wilson’s Camper (110), 
then Polydorus (120), Condescend (110) and 
Glastonbury (110). Time, :23 3-5, :47, 1:12 2-5, 
1:38, 1:42 3-5, track fast.

SON OF MORVICH SHOWS WELL. 


Morstone, a first-time starter, 3-year-old, by 
Morvich—Mormaw, by Fair Play--*Keystone, by 
Marajax, went to the post in a six furlong race 
for maidens at Jamaica May 1, flying the colors 
of his breeder, Benjamin Block. The crowd knew 
he was a fast colt, and made him favorite, but it 
had not expected such an exhibition of speed as 
it saw. The colt outran the field every step and 
kept drawing away from the others until at the 
end he had a lead of 10 lengths over the second 
horse. The time was :238, :45 4-5, 1:11 1-5, a fifth 
of a second slower than the track record. He 
finished under a stout pull. Norris Royden in 
Daily Running Horse (New York) immediately 
hailed him as a Kentucky Derby dark horse, and 
reported: ‘‘Connections of the stable are said to 
have made a substantial wager on him in the 
Derby futures.” T. J. Shaw cut Morstone’s odds 
from 100-1 to 50-1 after the race, later to 30-1. 
A foot infection kept the colt inactive last year. 


FRIAR BACON’S DISQU ALIFIC ATION. 

First home in the sixth race at Jamaica April 
22 was J. A. Coburn’s Friar Bacon, with J. Meek 
up, the weight being 113 pounds with seven 
pounds apprentice allowance. Bets were paid and 
the race apparently had the official approval. 
Some days later the stewards announced that 
Friar Bacon had been disqualified because he 
carried seven pounds too little weight. J. Meek’s 
apprentice contract had not been registered with 
The Jockey Club, according to rule 131. Attempt 
to have the disqualification rescinded was fruit- 
less. Zeal, which finished second, is officially the 
winner of the race. 
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MARYLAND 


TOP OF THE SEASON. 

AST week Pimlico had its Dixie Handicap. 

This week it has the Preakness Stakes. The 
Dixie Handicap, won by Paul Bunyan, lacked 
some of the sparkle of its recent renewals and 
was run under adverse weather and track con- 
ditions, but the crowd was estimated at 25,000. 
On the first two days of the meeting Walter J. 
Salmon won two consecutive stakes races, the 
Pimlico Home-Bred Stakes with Air Pilot and 
the Jennings Handicap with Ladder, which last 
year won the Pimlico Home-Bred for him. Thurs- 
day, April 30, Beelzebub won the Green Spring 
Valley Steeplechase for the second time. Friday 
the Pimlico Oaks was won by Dark Magnet. 
This week is marked by the Pimlico Nursery 
Stakes, the Graded Handicaps, the Billy Barton 
Steeplechase, the Pimlico Spring Handicap, and 
the Preakness. The latter is run on the closing 
day, and apparently is going to have a great 
field, especially if Equipoise gets to the post to 
battle Twenty Grand and Mate. After Saturday 
there will be no more racing in Maryland until 
the half-mile tracks open their season late in 
August. 


PAUL BUNYAN BY TEN LENGTHS. 

The Dixie Handicap ($15,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, one and three-sixteenths miles) 
brought 10 horses, none less than 4 years old, to 
the post to battle through the mud for the spoils 
in the twenty-seventh running of the fixture 
which is oldest of Maryland’s stakes races. The 
winner was L. M. Severson’s good campaigner, 
Paul Bunyan (110), which Jockey J. Gianelloni 
took to the lead on the second turn and brought 
to the finish in a gallop, ten lengths ahead of the 
Belair Stud Stable’s Frisius (112). W. E. Cas- 
key, Jr.’s William T. (110) was third, two lengths 
farther back and two lengths in front of S. W.

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KENTUCKY 
BEGINNING AT CHURCHILL DOWNS. 

NE of the most encouraging meetings in the 

history of the Kentucky Association track 
closed Wednesday of last week. The weather was 
mostly good and the programs attractive enough. 
The average size of the crowds was higher than 
expected and money in the machines was fairly 
plentiful. The Hinata Stakes, run Tuesday, fell 
to Joseph Leiter’s Princess Ivre, sister to Prince 
d’Amour, and the Idle Hour Stakes on the last 
day was won by Proteus. After the closing at 
Lexington most of the stables went to Louisville 
for the 19 days of racing which began there 
Saturday. The Clark Handicap, run on the first 
day, was won by C. V. Whitney’s Bargello, which 
has occasional flights of speed that make him 
potentially, though seldom actually, one of the 
fastest horses in the country. Dividing interest 
with the Clark on the first program at the Downs 
was the Seelbach Hotel purse in which Insco was 
made favorite over a good field of western Derby 
candidates but finished in the ruck. Pitts- 
burgher, In Memoriam’s big son, was the winner. 
Trainer J. H. Moody has contended for some time 
that Pittsburgher is a colt with a very good 
chance in the Kentucky Derby. The basis for 
his belief is now apparent. Another good race 
on the opening program saw E. B. McLean's 
Frederick beating a field of aspirants for early 
2-year-old honors. The Kentucky Oaks will be 
run Saturday of this week. 


BARGELLO GALLOPS IN CLARK. 

The fifty-seventh Clark Handicap ($10,000 add- 
ed, 3-year-olds and up, one and one-sixteenth 
miles) was no more than a gallop for C. V. Whit- 
ney’s Bargello (110), which K. Russell brought 
to the finish line in fast time five lengths ahead 
of W. H. Whitehouse’s Royal Julian (105). The 
latter’s closing rush put him a neck ahead of the 
Southland Stable’s Playtime (10812). H. M. 
Woolf's Lady Broadcast (116) was _ fourth. 
Prince d’Amour (10112) was next, and then came 
the favorite, Tannery (113), which failed to re- 
spond when called on to catch the pacemakers.

Princess Ivre, one of 
the lot, and an own sister to Prince d’Amour, the 
colt whose success was chiefly responsible for 
Mr. Leiter’s decision to purchase the whole group, 
was first in the thirteenth running of the 
Hinata Stakes ($3,000 added, 2-year-old fillies, 
four and one-half furlongs) at Lexington April 
28. Jockey E. James, after getting away 
slowly on the filly, brought her, up the 
lead in a hurry and drew clear, but at the 
end his mount weakened to such an extent that 
at the finish line she had a margin of only a 
nose over the Forest Cove Stable’s Butter Beans 
(115). In third place, beaten three lengths, was

LOUISVILLE VS. CHURCHILL DOWNS. 

Prior to 1920 the race tracks in Kentucky paid 
as license tax to the Commonwealth $500 per 
day at Louisville and Latonia and $200 per day 
at Lexington. The Legislature of 1920, by en- 
actment approved March 16, increased the daily 
license tax to $2,500 for all tracks licensed by 
the State Racing Commission, and it is therein 
expressily stated in that act: 

“The license tax herein imposed shall be in lieu 
of all other license, income, excise, special or 
franchise tax to the State of Kentucky, or any 
county, city, town, municipality, or other political 
subdivision thereof; and no county, city, town, 
municipality or other political subdivision of the 
State of Kentucky shall be authorized or em- 
powered to levy or impose any license, income, 
excise, special, or franchise tax on any such 
race track.” 

The City of Louisville, by ordinance adopted 


in 1921, imposed a tax of $25 a day each for the 
operation of the first 20 pari-mutuel machines 
set up at Churchill Downs and $10 per day for 
each additional machine. in the same ordinance 
a tax of $25 per year was exacted from each 
trainer and jockey participating in racing activi- 
ties at Churchill Downs. 

The passage of the ordinance was resisted by 
the Kentucky Jockey Club, represented by 
Maurice Galvin and other attorneys, but Clayton 
Blakey, then Louisville’s City Attorney, was able 
to put it through on the ground that the ex- 
emption had no reference to the machines, and 
that the machines were in the same standing as 
restaurants, soft drink stands, automobiles and 
other property owned by the racing association. 
The tax thereafter was regularly collected and 
only once, during the administration of Houston 
Quin as Mayor of Louisville, was it resisted. On 
that occasion the track management changed its 
attitude and paid when Chief of Police Braden 
appeared at Churchill Downs with 50 patrolmen, 
saying that he had come to make arrests of 
operators of the machines unless the tax should 
be paid. 

Friday of last week Anthony J. Carroll, as At- 
torney for Churchill Downs, Inc., filed suit against 
the City of Louisville to enjoin it from collect- 
ing the license tax, praying the Circuit Court of 
Jefferson County to declare the ordinance void, 
and asking for return of $75,590 paid to the City 
of Louisville during the last three years. 

The City of Louisville, through its Mayor and 
Board of Sinking Fund Commissioners, is resist- 
ing the suit, and hearing on the prayer for tem- 
porary injunction against the city has been set 
for Thursday, May 7, before Judge Alex G. Bar- 
rett. The petition sets out that the tax in 1928 
and 1929 represented more than 9 per cent of 
the profits of the race meetings and that in 1930 
25 per cent of the profits. The petition states 
that the net profits in 1928 were $317,500; in 
1929 they were $307,571 and in 1930 they were 
$107,372. The tax paid to the City of Louisville 
in 1928 was $25,330; in 1929, $25,130, and in 1930, 
$25,130. 

Meanwhile it is stated that the Board of Sink- 
ing Fund Commissioners is considering, by way 
of reprisal, an ordinance exacting a tax of $15 
on each horse entered in each race at Churchill 
Downs. Action on this measure is expected 
Thursday of this week, it was stated by Law- 
rence D. Baldauf, secretary of the board. If this 
method of retaliation is taken, the burden may 
fall not on the management but on the owners. 
BRAINS ARE NEEDED. 

“T wanted to ship my horses by rail and over 
your line,’ Carrol B. Reid told a representative 
of the Southern Railway in Lexington recently, 
“but I couldn’t without making it cost me more 
and getting the horses from my farm at Houston- 
ville into Louisville later than if I sent them by 
motor van, as I did. The agent at McKinney 
Station took the matter up with the company’s 
people in Louisville, and he reported to me that 
I could not unload at Mengel’s switch, as former- 
ly, but would have to have an engine and switch- 
ing charge to the race track chute. I figured 
the cost and the time and called Roland Drake 
at Lexington and had him take them over for 
less money in shorter time. I know that the 
railroads need help and I am willing to help 
them when they will use a little common sense 
and make it so that I can do it.” F 

This is in line with something a railroad man 
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recently told a representative of THE BLOOD- 
Horse. A dining car conductor, who happens to 
be a farmer, breeder of Thoroughbred horses and 
altogether progressive in his views, had inquiries 
for a certain substitute for coffee. The substi- 
tute was not on the list of supplies to be bought 
for the dining car. The calls became so numer- 
ous that the conductor bought some and served 
it without asking the superintendent about it. 
A delighted patron of the car, feeling appreci- 
ative, wrote into the superintendent whom he 
knew and complimented him on having put the 
drink on the car. The superintendent investi- 
gated, decided that since it had been done with- 
out his authority it would have to be discon- 
tinued, and then proceeded to sharply call down 
the progressive dining car conductor. Mean- 
while stockholders wonder why earnings are de- 
creasing. 


WEIDEKAMP REPORTS FAVORABLY. 


Via transatlantic telephone from London, E. A. 
Weidekamp, manager of pari-mutuels for the 
American Turf Association, has reported favor- 
ably on the totalizator, the workings of which 
he was sent to investigate, to Col. M. J. Winn, 
president of the A. T. A. It is announced that 
Colonel Winn is to visit England and France in 
July and that definite action toward bringing the 
totalizator to this country and establishing it at 
Washington Park, Lincoln Fields, Latonia and 
Louisville, tracks of the A. T. A., will follow his 
visit. It is further announced that it now is 
considered likely that the new operation will be 
in vogue at those tracks in 1932. The totalizator 
will do away with the printing and handling of a 
vast number of pari-mutuel tickets in advance 
of the racing and it will release the force now 
employed to prepare and display approximate 
odds. When a ticket buyer steps up to the 
wicket, lays down his money and designates his 
horse, the operator presses a key in the machine 
and out comes a forgery-proof ticket, printed in 
the machine. The same operation records the 
wager and figures it into the pool, the stages of 
which are always shown during the progress of 
wagering. The odds (actual, not approximate) 
are always in view. 


CLYDE VAN DUSEN TURNED OUT. 

H. P. Gardner’s Clyde Van Dusen, winner of 
the 1929 Kentucky Derby, probably will not be 
seen under colors this year, possibly never again. 
It was hoped that his namesake would be able to 
train him this year, but his injured hock is in 
bad condition and he was sent from the Lexing- 
ton track back to Few Acres Farm last Friday 
to be turned out for the summer.

BIG CROWD AT AURORA. 


HEN the Illinois racing season opened Fri- 
day, May 1, at Aurora the program was 
made up mostly of races for platers of the sort 
which usually entertain the crowds at Aurora, 
but the turnstiles registered 22,184, a record for 
the track. The mutuel handle was about $260,000. 
On the second day 15,000 were present. The 
figures augured well for the season in Illinois 
and attested again the growing popularity of the 
sport in the State. The first day saw a beginning 
of official worry with the jockeys. A. Dickey 
was set down for allowing his mount, Sorrento, 
to interfere with French Lane in the first race, 
at the half-way mark, but no change was made 
in the result, Sorrento being officially credited 
with finishing second. A more flagrant offense 
occurred in the Aurora Inaugural Handicap, the 
feature, when A. Pendergrass, on Gold Step, cut 
sharply across in front of T. S. Jordan in the 
stretch and seriously interfered with that horse. 
Gold Step was disqualified after finishing first, 
and T. S. Jordan was credited with the win. 
RR. Ei. (Spec) Craw ford has resigned as trainer 
of the jumpers of Col. A. E. Peirce and will race 
his own horses this year.

THE TWO THOUSAND GUINEAS. 

HE colors (white, tartan cross front and 

back) inherited by J. A. Dewar from his 
uncle, the late Lord Dewar, were carried to vic- 
tory in the Two Thousand Guineas (122nd run- 
ning) at Newmarket, England, Wednesday, April 
29, by Cameronian, trained by Fred Darling, and 
ridden by Joe Childs, who was able to have the 
mount and his tenth winning ride in the race 
after Marshall Field’s Jacopo had been declared 
out of the event, which is for 3-year-olds at one 
mile and worth about $50,000. The favorites 
were Sir Abe Bailey’s Portlaw and Lord Elles- 
mere’s Lemnarchus (also trained by Fred Darl- 
ing). They were both close to Cameronian at 
the six furlongs ground, but they failed when 
called upon, as did also John Hay Whitney’s Jeri- 
cho, the only American-owned starter. 

The going was sticky, though the weather was 
fine, and this state of the track is presumed to 
have greatly lessened Portlaw’s chances. There 
were 24 runners. Cameronian made all the run- 
ning and won in 1:39 2-5 by two lengths, paying 
100 to 8. Marcel Boussach’s Goyescas (bred in 
France) was second, three lengths in front of 
Sir John Rutherford’s Orpen, with W. M. G. Sing- 
er’s Link Boy fourth and Sir H. Cunliffe-Owen’s 
Concerto fifth. The winner’s pedigree furnishes 
another example of the success of the blood of 
St. Simon in combination with that of Bend Or 
and Hampton:

This was Cameronian’s third start. He won 
his only race as a 2-year-old (the Salisbury 
Stakes, at Salisbury, May 28 last), and was third 
to Philae and Truculent in the Craven Stakes at 
one mile (the Rowley Mile over which the Two 
Thousand Guineas also was run) at Newmarket, 
April 16. Cameronian comes from the Trampo- 
line branch of the No. 1 family. The classic win- 
ners coming from this branch can be counted on 
the fingers of one hand. *Glencoe, son of Tram- 
poline, was the first. He won the Two Thousand 
Guineas, the Ascot Cup and the Goodwood Cup. 
Next was Cherimoya, grandam of Cameronian. 
She won the Oaks. Cherimoya produced three 
winners (Sunny Moya, The Cheetah and Cheer- 
ful Abbot). Una Cameron raced eight times 
without winning. Svelte raced four times with- 
out winning. She also produced the winner Vel- 
vet. The next dam, Fine Lady, by Isonomy, was 
a winner and the dam of three winners, while her 
dam, Sonsie Queen, by Musket, was the dam of 
seven winners. Pharos, sire of Cameronian, won 
$75,000 and is own brother to Fairway (winner 
of the St. Leger in 1929 and the Jockey Club Cup 
and other important races last year), and to Fair 
Isle, winner of the One Thousand Guineas last 
year. Cameronian’s victory gained for him se- 
rious consideration for the Derby, which is to be 
run at Epsom, June 3. 

Goyescas (winner of the Chesham Stakes last 
year), which finished second, is a son of Gains- 
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borough from Zariba, by Sardanapale out of Saint 
Lucre, by St. Serf out of *Fairy Gold (dam of 
Fair Play) by Bend Or. Orpen, the third horse, 
is by Solario out of Harpy, by Swynford. This 
makes Orpen a half-brother to Painted Vixen, 
by Gainsborough, which was brought over from 
England by J. W. Corrigan. She was a foal of 
1926 and raced four times unplaced as a 3-year- 
old in this country under the colors of Brook- 
meade Stable. 


THE ONE THOUSAND GUINEAS. 

Nineteen fillies went to the post for the 118th 
running of the One Thousand Guineas, one mile 
(the Rowley Mile), worth about $40,000, at New- 
market, Friday, May 1, and in a thrilling finish 
Lord Ellesmere’s Four Course, trained by Fred 
Darling and ridden by Fred Fox, gained victory 
by a head from M. H. Benson’s Lady Marjorie, 
with Lady Helen McCalmont’s Lindos Ojos third, 
a length back. Mrs. Edmond Harmsworth’'s 
Tantine, mounted by the French jockey, F. 
Herve, was fourth. The time of the race was 
1:39 4-5, only two-fifths of a second slower than 
the time of Cameronian (Four Course’s stable- 
mate) in the Two Thousand Guineas the previ- 
ous Wednesday. The record for the One Thousand 
Guineas is 1:38, set by Cresta Run in 1927. This 
victory puts Four Course in line for favoritism 
for the Oaks, which is to be run at Epsom, June 
5. Each of the three first horses was bred in 
Ireland. The winner's pedigree:

Four Course raced four times last year. Her 
first start she finished second in the Chesham 
Stakes to Goyescas, which was second to Came- 
ronian in the Two Thousand Guineas. She won 
the July Stakes, the Richmond Stakes and the 
Gimcrack Stakes. This was her first start this 
year. Tetratema was unbeaten at two and again 
at four. Among his victories at three was the 
Two Thousand Guineas. Dinner did not win, but 
is the dam of six winners, including the stakes 
winners Dry Toast, Treat (in England and Aus- 
tralia) and Triencomalee. Pernelle won the 
Tamworth Plate and was third in the Oaks, and 
is dam of the winners Equinox and McNeill and 
the producer Spernall, dam of the French winner 
Sosie. Nuneaton also produced the winners Noc- 
turnia, Newdigate and Broad Bill and the pro- 
ducers Pallas Maid and *Orange Lilly (owned by 
the Estate of the late R. T. Wilson), dam of 
Wampee (15 wins), Tangerine (24 wins), Cannae 
(11 wins), Day Lilly, Mock Orange, Orange 
Glow and North Woods. The next dam was 
Capucine (sister to Nunthorpe and half-sister 
to Queen's Birthday and Uncle Mac) by Cam- 
ballo. It is the Colibri branch of the No. 11 fam- 
ily, and until now it has not produced a classic 
winner since Cardinal Beaufort (Derby) a son 
of Colbiri. 


FLEETING MEMORY’S VICTORIA CUP. 

Sol Joel’s 6-year-old Fleeting Memory, by 
Vencedor—Memoria II, by Melton, won the Vic- 
toria Cup, seven furlongs, worth $7,500 and a 
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$1,250 gold cup to the winner, at Hurst Park, 
England, Saturday, May 2. C. Widia’s Sister 
Clover, by Friar Marcus—Miss Sainfoin, the 
favorite at 13 to 2, was second a length back, 
while Sir Hugo Hirst’s Diolite, by Diophon— 
Needle Rock, was third, three-quarters of a 
length away. Diolite finished third in the Derby 
last year. 


FROM ANTHONY TO ANTHONY. 


Six of John Hay Whitney’s horses in England 
have been transferred from the stable of Jack 
Anthony to that of his brother, Owen Anthony, 
to remain until the former has recovered from 
the fracture of one of his legs sustained while 
he was in this country last summer. The horses 
are Nice Prospect, Homestretch, The Wrecker, 
Half and Half, Knowl Bill and Jericho. Mr. 
Whitney bought Jericho for $6,000 from M. E. 
Fitzgerald and immediately won the Berkshire 
Handicap with him, but Jericho failed him in 
the Two Thousand Guineas. 


HAPPY INTRODUCTION. 

After Rosolio had won at Nottingham and 
Suze had dead-heated with Royal Rufus in the 
Wood Ditton Stakes at Kempton Park, The Daily 
News Chronicle (London) commented that “few 
owners have had a happier introduction to Eng- 
lish racing than Robert Sterling Clark ... an 
American. millionaire, now retired from business, 
who has run horses for many years in the United 
States and, lately, in France.” 


RUMORS ABOUT JACOPO. 


Captain Cecil Boyd-Rochfort stated that he had 
withdrawn Marshall Field's Jacopo, favorite for 
the Epsom Derby, from the Two Thousand 
Guineas because of the heavy state of the track. 
Now, however, some sports writers in England 
are asserting that there is a possibility that the 
brown son of Sansovino from Black Ray is suf- 
fering from the effects of parasite known as red 
worm. 


GIVES UP BUSINESS. 

Martin H. Benson, whose Lady Marjorie fin- 
ished second in the One Thousand Guineas, “has 
given up business,” says The Referee (London), 
“in order to devote his whole attention to his 
racing stock at Beech House Stud, near New- 
market.” 


NEW IRISH TURF CLUB STEWARD. 

In place of Major E. Shirley, whose term ex- 
pired by rotation, Capt. Charles Moore has been 
elected a steward of the Irish Turf Club, of which 
he has been a member for several years, is one 
of the trustees and also a member of the rules 
committee. 


JOCKEY CLUB CHANGES. 

Lord Rosebery now is Senior Steward of the 
Jockey Club in England, following the retirement 
by rota of Lord Zetland, who has been succeeded 
by Lord Hamilton of Dalzell, who was _ senior 
steward in 1927.
